UNUSED STREET CAR TRACKS 
TO BE TORN UP FOR DEFENSE 


WPA Might Help Provide Funds 
for Removing Rails Needed 
for Scrap. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
The abandoned street car tracks 
in many cities probably will be 
torn up soon to provide scrap iron 
and steel for the armament pro- 
gram. 
Ralph Budd, Defense Transpor- 
tation Commissioner, said today 
that a plan is being considered 
for the WPA to help provide funds 
for removing the rails and making 
necessary repairs to streets. A 
survey has indicated that more 
than 232,000 tons of scrap are im- 
bedded in citv streets. 
At.the same time, defense offi- 
cials called on the railroads to re- 
move all sidings, branch lines and 
industrial tracks where they are 
not actually needed for present or 
prospective business. 

Railroads normally supply about 
23 per cent of all commercial scrap 
and they were asked also to dis- 
mantle promptly all cars and loco- 
motives which are not to be re 
paired,

LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP).—Twelve 
American flyers enlisted in the 
trans-Atlantic bomber ferry serv- 
ice were killed yesterday in a take- 
off crash in which 22 persons in 
all died, including the Right Hon.

America. 

The crash, announced by the 
Royal Air Force Ferry Command 
today, followed an almost identical

Ameri- 
cans. 

The Sunday crash occurred just 
a few minutes before British Min-

Among the American victims was 
Capt. Joseph Creighton Mackey, 
33 years old, of Kansas City, who 
was the pilot and only survivor 
in a crash in Newfoundland liast 
February in which Sir Frederick 
Banting, co-discoverer of insulin, 
and two others were killed.

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Roosevelt May Wind Up His Cruise 
Tomorrow; Announcement Tonight 
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SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., Aug. 15 
(AP).—An indication that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might come 
ashore tomorrow, ending the cruise 
during which he conferred with 
Prime Minister Churchill, was 
given today by a member of the 
White House secretariat. 

William D. Hassett of the White 
House staff told a steadily in- 
creasing aggregation of reporters, 
photographers .and radio men 
gathered here that an announce- 
ment would be made tonight at 7 
o'clock, St. Louis time, as to the 
President's plans. 

It was indicated that any defi- 
nite word as to the point of de- 
barkation would. have to wait un- 
til then. The special train on 
which the President traveled to 
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New London, Conn., to board the 


yacht Potomac, has been held in 
Boston. 

Reporters awaited word as to 
whether the President would re- 
ceive them after he landed, in 
what might be a momentous press 
conference, filling in some of the 
details of the meeting at sea be- 
tween the civil and military heads 


of the British and American gov- 


ernments. 


The President, if he follows his/| 


usual practice, will talk by tele- 
phone with Secretary of 
Hull in Washington as soon as 
his ship ties up. He is expected 
to entrain for the national capi- 
tal shortly thereafter.

Spy Who Drops 
In on English by

LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP)—Josef 
Jakobs, described as a German 
national, was executed today fol- 
lowing his conviction as a spy. 

Jakobs, who was born in 1898 
in Luxembourg, was shot at the 
Tower of London. 

A War Office statement said he 
was a non-commissioned officer in 
the German army attached to the 
meteorological service and had 
been - arrested shortly after he 
landed by parachute in the vicin- 
ity of London. 

The statement said that’at the 
time of his arrest Jakobs wore 
civilian -clothes, under a flying 
suit, and a {ot eR helmet. 

It said he carried a wireless 
transmitting and receiving set, a 
large sum of English money and 
an emergency food ration which 
included brandy and German 
sausage. 

Among his equipment was a 
small spade, described as for the 
purpose of burying his parachute 
and flying kit. 

He was arrested 12 hours after 
he landed and was convicted after 
a secret courtmartial Aug. 4-5.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
The feeling pervaded the capital 
today that parallel British-Ameri- 
can action of a decisive nature was 
in the offing toimplement the poli- 
cies agreed upon in the historic 
sea conference between President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill. 


Informed diplomatic sources 
here, like some in London, shared 
the opinion that much more than 
the joint declaration of peace aims 
after destruction of “the Nazi tyr- 
anny” could be‘expected from the 
momentous meeting, that the first 
manifestation could be looked for 
soon and that there would be no 
mistaking it when it came. 

This was based on the belief 
that there were numerous impor- 
tant decisions behind the joint 
statement issued yesterday. Only in 
the statement’s preamble was men- 
tion made of unspecified measures 
being taken by Britain and the 
United States. 

The decisions, it was recognized, 
would remain in the category of 
military secrets, for Roosevelt has 
made plain on past occasions that 
he does not care to provide infor- 
mation he thinks Adolf Hitler 
would like to have and that future 
defense strategy will be based on 
beating the other fellow to the 
punch. 

Welles Reports to Hull. 
Sumner Welles, Under Secretary 
of State, returned today from the 
sea conference and spent most 
of the morning reporting to Sec- 
retary of State Hull. 

Hull expressed the hope and ex- 
pectation that all nations—except 
those he declared were avowedly 
on a mission of destruction—would 
support the eight-point declara- 
tion of principles. 

This was his comment in re- 
sponse to a press conference ques- 
tion as to whether the United 
States would welcome an indorse- 
ment of the declaration by Soviet 
Russia. 

Hull said the American Govern- 
ment naturally hoped and expect- 
ed to see every peaceful and civil- 
ized country except those avow- 
edly on a mission of destruction 
give its support to these prin- 
ciples. 

He indicated there might be 
some announcement soon concern- 
ing Russia, possibly envisaging a 
three-Power meeting of American, 
British and Russian experts on 
the war needs of the Soviet 
Union. 

Further Details Awaited. 
Despite the rule of secrecy, some 
official sources thought that the 
President might give the nation 
further details of his conversations 
with Churchill—perhaps in a radio 
address. Such a broadcast, it was 
said, could be used effectively to 
announce the first significant step 
taken as a result of the meeting. 

Importance of American arms 
production in the discussions was 
evidenced by arrival in Washing- 
ton of Lord Beaverbrook, Britain's 
Minister of Supply, who participat-

Political Sources Say 
Rooseve!t, Churchill Dis- 
cussed: Military Steps 
Against Tokyo. 


TOKYO, Aug. 15 (AP). — Joint 
military action against Japan was 
one of the basic topics discussed 
by President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, Domei said to- 
day, quoting political observers as 
its source. @ 

These same observers, the news 
agency said, suggested it was im- 
perative that Japan “proceed with 
her established policy and not al- 
low herself to be played into the 
hands of the British-American 
camp.” 

Domei asserted that these ob- 
servers believed the British-Amer- 
ican declaration, which did not 
mention Japan, was issued to 
estrange Japan and small Eu- 
ropean. nations from Germany. 

Although the eight-point declara- 
tion was regarded as vague and 
high-sounding, it was a “very wise 
and cunning move on the part of 
the two Powers to enable them to 
cope with any situation,” the ob- 
servers were quoted as saying. 

“The true import, say these ob- 
servers, lies in the various meas- 
ures secreted behind the eight- 
point declaration,” Domei reported. 

Authoritative sources, comment- 
ing on the Roosevelt-Churchill 
statement, said it: 

1. Amounts to the extraction of 
a British pledge to the United 
States that Great Britain will not 
conclude a unilateral peace with 
Germany. 

2. Underwrites alleged British- 
American post-war aims of Anglo- 
Saxon world domination. 

3. Demonstrates the British- 
American failure to grasp the real 
causes underlying the European 
war.

ARMY DEVICE ALLOWS 
ACCURATE GUNFIRE FROM 
TANKS WHEN IN MOTION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP). 

ECRETARY OF WAR 

§ STIMSON disclosed today 

that the army was preparing 

to manufacture gyrostabilizers 

which will permit tank crews 

to fire accurately while in mo- 

tion instead of stopping to ob- 
tain accuracy of fire. 

The disclosure was made in a 
letter from Stimson to Chair- 
man Glass of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 

“This device,” Stimson wrote, 
“makes a stable firing platform 
of the tank which, without the 
device, is a very poor firing 
platform. It will enable tanks, 
which must now stop to secure 
any reasonable accuracy of fire, 
to fire accurately while in mo- 
tion.” 

The War Secretary said fur- 
ther this improvement would 
“reduce the vulnerability of the 
tank to enemy fire and will 
greatly increase the effective- 


ness of tank fire.”

In the course of a rapid-fire in- 
terview, Beaverbrook announced 
he was seeking more tanks, more 
planes (particularly bombers), 
more food, more supplies of. all 
kinds. 

He discounted the theory that 
Britain is counting on winning the 
war from the air. 

“Did Not Beat Us.” 

“Bombing from the air did not 
beat us,” he said vehemently. 

This remark was interpreted as 
implying that Britain intended 
sooner or later to invade continen- 
tal Europe in an attempt to roll 
back the Nazi armies. Beaver- 
brook’s other comments, however, 
did not convey the impression that 
such a military venture was close 
at hand, for he stressed, among 
other things, that “we haven't 
got enough tanks’—and tanks in 
quantity are considered indispen- 
sable for such an operation. 

He plans to confer with William 
S. Knudsen, director general of de- 
fense production, and other defense 
officials about accelerating the 
flow of war supplies. 

Beaverbrook described himself 
as “the biggest buyer on the cuff 
you've ever seen.” 

“You've been very generous,” he 
said, “but we need still more from 
you.

The Carburetor Workers’ Guild 
was incorporated in 1937, the com- 
plaint says, and was an outgrowth 
of the Carter Carburetor Corpora- 
tion Employes’ Association, in 
which the company also encour- 
aged membership.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).—

Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Naval Committee, 
charged that Roosevelt had entered 
into a “commitment that goes far 
beyond the powers of the President 


and one that no other President in 
our history 
assume.” 


In Walsh’s opinion the declara- 
tion obligated the United States 
“in partnership with Great Britain, 


to go on to the bitter end—first, to 
overthrow the Hitler tyranny, then 


to disarm the aggressor nations, 


and finally to police the entire 
world as a guarantee against fu- 
ture wars.” 


Senator MeCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, asserted that the declaration 
“ .. is tantamount to a declara- 
tion of war by this country which 
is the province of Congress only.” 


Senator Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, told reporters, however: 
“The thing that is so humiliating 
to me is that the President did not 
take Congress into his confidence. 

“He should have called Churchill 
to the White House and then in- 
vited congressional leaders sup- 
porting his policies to sit in on the 
conference. Then everyone would 
have felt that all the cards had 
been laid on the table.” 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
ardent advocate of more active aid 
to Britain and Russia, said he be- 
lieved the statement “will mean 
that we will mesh our efforts more 
perfectly with those of Great Brit- 
ain and Russia. We will step up 
our efforts, and there will be an 
increase in the volume of aid we 
will give.” 

“Nothing Startling.”

installment purchases.

PRIORITY RATINGS 
GIVEN REQUESTS 
FOR SCHOOL FUNDS 


Defense Group Approves 
Applications for PWA 
Money to Construct Build. 

_ Ings in St. Louis Area. 


Applications for PWA funds for 
construction of public schools in 
three districts in the St. Louis area 
were approved yesterday by the 
St. Louis Defense Area Advisory 
Committee, headed by Charles H. 
Ellaby, president of the Board of 
Public Service. 

The applications, all of which 
were given priority ratings, call 


for a total expenditure of $1,219, 
982, and are in addition to five 
major street-widening, school, 
health and recreational projects, 
estimated to cost $7,672,000, which 
were recommended by the com- 
mittee to Washington last week. 

The three applications approved 
yesterday were for construction of 
buildings and additions in the 
Brentwood, Jennings and _ St. 
Charles consolidated school dis- 
tricts. Curry Carroll, construction 
engineer in the St. Louis office, 
explained that each of the dis- 
tricts was receiving a great influx 
of workers because of defense 
activities. The St. Charles school, 
he said, would replace the one torn 
down to make way for the Wel- 
don Spring TNT plant. 

“A” Priority Rating. 

The Brentwood undertaking was 
estimated to cost $191,850, with the 
PWA furnishing 76 per cent and 
the district 24 per cent. The plans 
call for addition to the present 
high school and equipment for 
eight classrooms and science and 
utility rooms. The project was 
given an “A” priority rating, indi- 
cating the need was acute. 

The Jennings application provid- 
ed for construction of two elemen- 
tary schools, one in Jennings and 
the other in Woodlawn, costing a 
total of $409,944, and high school 
additions costing $449,278, with the 
PWA furnishing 98 per cent. The 
elementary schools received an “A” 
rating, and the high schools a “B” 
rating, indicating an impending 
need, 


15,000 New Homes. 

Carroll estimated that more than 
15,000 new small homes had been 
built in the Pine Lawn-Jennings- 
West Walnut Manor area for de- 
fense workers, and said_ that 
schools there would be forced to 
put pupils on a half-day schedule 
if new buildings were not con- 
structed soon. 

In the St. Charles district a high 
school and an elementary school 
building are to be constructed, at 
a cost of $164,910, with the PWA 
furnishing 64 per cent. Local funds 
will come from payments received 
from the Government in condem- 
nation of the old buildings. Ellaby 
said early approval of this appli- 
cation was assured. } 

It was brought out at the meet- 
ing that each district’s contribu- 
tion represented maximum funds 
available under the limits of their 
respective bonded indebtedness.

BILL LOWERING DRAFT AGE 
AWAITS PRESIDENT’S SIGNING 


Unless He Acts by Monday, It Will 
Become Law Without His 
Signature. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Legislation to lower the maximum 
draft age from 35 to 28 lay on 
Pré@sident Roosevelt's desk today 
awaiting his signature, Unless the 
chief executive signs or vetoes the 
measure by next Monday, it will 
become law without his signature. 

The bill, which was sent to the 
White House on Aug. 6, would 
make mandatory the deferment 
from. selective service of men who 
were 28 years old on last July 1 
and had not been inducted, or who 
reach age 28 on any subsequent 
July 1 without being inducted. 

It also would empower the Sec- 
retary of War to release from the 
army men who reached the age of 
28 on or prior to July 1, 1941, and 
before their induction.

“No member of any local union 
sholl be eligible to hold any elec- 
tive or appointive position in this 
international union or any local 
union in this international union 
if he is a‘member of or subservient 
to any political organization such 
as the Communist, Nazi or Fascist 
organizations.” 

The roll call was ordered by 
Thomas after delegates, dissatis- 
fied with a standing vote, charged 
the union president was railroading 
the recommendation through the 
convention. Thomas denied this. 

Thomas, who assumed the presi- 
dency of the UAW-CIO in January, 
1939, was re-elected today. A mo- 
tion submitted to the convention 
by William Marshall of Detroit 
that Thomas be elected unanimous- 
ly was carried with only a few 
delegates dissenting. There were 
no other nominations.

SEAMEN TO GET BONUSES 
FOR TRIPS TO WEST INDIES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
The National Maritime Union 
(CIO) announced yesterday that 
for the first time in American his- 
tory seamen would receive war 
risk compensation and insurance 
for voyages to Newfoundland and 
West Indies ports. 

Previously, war risk compensa- 
tion and bonuses had been limited 
to voyages outside the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The unions said the compensa- 
tion and bonus had been agreed 
on with five companies operating 
15 ships employing 450 men. Four 
companies would pay $40 a month 
for trips to Newfoundland and 
$25 a month for trips to the West 
Indies, the union said, and one of 
four agreed to pay $15 a month 
for trips to Bermuda. 

The fifth, a collier company, will 
pay only $17.50 a month to New- 
foundland and the West Indies, 
the union said, because the month- 
ly wage on colliers was higher than 
that on passenger and freight ves- 
sels.

Planes Are Built by Trial and Error 


But U. 5. Keeps Pace With Others 


Some American Pursuits Handed Brickbats, 
but B-17 and B-24 Have Been Called 
World’s Best Long-Distance Bombers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15. (AP). 


OME of the world’s best air- 
S planes are being manufactured 

in American factories during 
this period of expanding produc- 
tion for air defense. 


We also are manufacturing some 
of the worst. So do Germany, 
Japan, Great Britain, and Russia. 
No world power has a monopoly 
‘on turning out badly-designed war- 
planes of poor performance. They 
are products of a trial-and-error 
method which, in spite of all the 
advances in aero-dynamiec research 
of the last 20 years, remains the 
only way that new types can be 
built. 


Engineers with their slide rules 
can tell a test pilot approximately 
what a new airplane will do when 
he takes it aloft. An hour later 
the test pilot tells them what it 
has done. Sometimes engineers 
guess right. Sometimes they guess 
wrong. 


British sources say the original 
version on the German twin-engine 
fighter, the Messerschmitt 110, was 
an airplane of bad performance. 
Just before the European war be- 
gan a poorly-designed British plane 
broke squarely in two while it was 
trundling along the ground. 


Criticism of certain American- 
made warplanes has been at no 
premiums in some quarters. Among 
those planes is the Curtiss P-40, a 
pursuit fitted with an_ in-line, 
liquid-cooled Allison engine. 

Dispatches from England not 
quoting official sources, have wast- 
ed no words in describing the 
shortcomings of this particular 
fighter. Lately a British writer, 


a disparaging word about the Cur- 
tiss in his book, “R. A. F.” 
Granting for the moment that 
the P-40 is not up to snuff (the 
manufacturer says an improved 
version of the plane ranks with 
the best), it seems to me, after 
a survey of our aircraft manufac- 
turing plants, that critics who harp

I would go so far as to say that 
the Boeing B-17 in its “E” model 
now getting into production, and 
the Consolidated B-24 being turned 
out in quantity in San Diego, prob- 
ably are the world’s best long- 
range bombers. 


In design and performance of 
such planes the United States has 
had a jump of years on the. rest 
of the world because our armed 
services needed them for the de 
fense of two long coastlines. Other 
Powers, save perhaps Russia and 
Japan, did not need the type. 


The North American B-25 and 
Martin B-26 medium bombers cer- 
tainly are among the world’s best. 
They are fast, they have range and 
they. carry a good quantity of 
bombs. The British are elaborate 


‘in their praise of the Douglas 


light bomber which they named 
the Boston for day and the Havoc 
for night operations. 


Douglas, Vultee and Curtiss at- 
tack bombers have not yet been 
put to the test, but preliminary 
reports indicate their performance 
will be out of the ordinary. The 
naval patrol bombers manufac- 
tured by the Consolidated Co. for 
years have established, with ease, 
distance records whith have not 
been matched by the military fly- 
ing boats of any other nation. 


American factories have trotted 
out sour warplane designs by the 
score, as have those of every other 
nation, but they have little to be 
ashamed of in the production 
fmodels now coming off the assem- 
bly lines. 3 

In fact; the question is whether 
their quality and performance is 
not too good. A finely-finished air- 
plane means too many man-hours 
of work have gone into it if we 
are going to make 80,000 of them 
in the time allotted for their manu- 
facture. 


At the Los Angeles Municipal 
Airport I watched a twin-engine 
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bomber streak in for a landing 
aimost too fast for a camera 
shutter to catch.

T LEAST it can be said that

Ancestry of the Missouri Mule. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LL the evidence seems to prove 

that the famous Missouri mule was 
an original Spanish product, introduced 
first to the islands of the West Indies 
and thence to Mexico. From there, its 
ancestors helped to break the trail for 
Coronado and the daring adventurers 
who followed him to search for the fa- 
bled golden city of Quivira along the 
‘western border of the Ozark hills. 

For more than a century after Coro- 
nado’s expedition, Spanish prospectors 
were exploring the Southwestern Ozarks 
in search of gold and silver. Their out- 
fits were transported on the backs of 
the plodding Mexican mule. 

When, in 1713, De La Mothe Cadillac 
was appointed Governor of Louisiana, 
one of his first undertakings was to send 
Lieut. Etienne de Bourgemont to Upper 
Louisiana to look for mines and in- 
vestigate the possibility of opening an 
avenue of trade with the Spanish prov- 
inces to the west, by way of the Missouri 
River. 

Gov. de Bienville, in 1719, sent Lieut. 
Charles du Tisne to the Missouri on a 
similar mission. Du Tisne was forced to 
return to Kaskaskia, after ascending 
to the mouth of the Gasconade, by the 
hostility of the Indians. Undaunted, he 
boldly marched overland across the 
Ozarks to the Grand Village of the 
Osages, near the Kansas border. From 
here he went on to a village of the Paw- 
nees, where he traded “three guns, some 
powder and a few knives for two horses 
and a mule, marked with a Spanish 
brand.” 

After receiving Du Tisne’s report, Gov. 
de Bienville, in 1722, ordered Lieut. Bar- 
nard de la Harpe to ascend the Arkansas 
River to explore this route, instructing 
him to “build a fort at the Arkansas to 
facilitate the introduction of mules, 
horses and cattle from the Spanish prov- 


ments and shorter periods for the liquidation of 
the unpaid balance. 

The measure is expected to discourage general 
buying of commodities useful in the defense pro- 
gram. Also, it is regarded as a safeguard against 
price inflation which would certainly be accelerated 
if no hedges were placed about the buying of such 
quantities of these materials as may be available 
to non-military consgmers. 

It is this anti-inflation aspect of the step which 

a well-administered priorities 
system might counted on to see that defense 
needs were fillef ahead of consumer demand. 

Credit controls can make a real contribution to 


the fight against inflation. So far as installment 


buying is concerned, they will mean, more, or, less, 
that purchasing power will depend on cash in 
hand. Thus a large portion of the demand for 
goods—previously supplied on a credit basis—will 
be automatically wiped out. And there will be 
exactly that much less pressure for higher prices. 

But_it must be remembered that a check on in- 
stallment buying represents only one facet of credit 
control. There is, for instance, the question of the 
use of bank credit for speeding defense. And credit 
control is only one of a number of weapons against 
inflation, none of which can be expected to have 
much effect if used alone. Among the others are 
price ceilings, wage standards, restraints on bounties 
to the farmer, an effective tax program, etc. 

Further, most of these are inter-related: wages 
naturally affect prices and vice versa; prices cannot 
be lowered or taxes increased without affecting 
profits, etc. 

The most discouraging thing about the news from 
Washington these days is its indication that Con- 
gress has not yet learned this lesson. All the de- 
lays attending the introduction—and now the con- 
sideration—of Leon Henderson’s price control plan 
would seem to indicate even that Congress does not 
want to learn the lesson.

THE TREASURY IS LESS THAN FRANK. 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau yesterday 
again counseled Congress to increase Social] Security 
payroll “taxes” for the sake of defense revenues. 
We must, therefore, say again that, in our opinion, 


it would be extremely unwise to try this expedient. | 


The Social Security system is an insurance system. 
The small portion of each week's wage now paid 
by employer and employe is not a tax, but a premium 
on that insurance. It is collected for the single pur- 
pose of guaranteeing a reserve out of which bene- 
fits can be paid as they fall due. . 

The reserves may, of course, be invested in Gov- 
ernment securities to such an extent as prudent actu- 
arial practice permits, But to increase these pre- 
miums for an entirely extraneous purpose—even with 
the promise of larger benefit payments—would be 
to set a dangerous precedent. - 

The plain fact is that the Treasury is hesitating to 
levy out-and-out defense taxes, In the same spirit 
as Congress, it is casting about for all sorts of de- 
vices which will bring in the money without seeming 
to saddle the people with the high cost of defense, 
This borders on the stupid. The people will feel 
the burden no matter how it is disguised. 

A government that seeks to disguise taxes; a gov- 
ernment that raises revenues for munitions and pre- 
tends that the money so collected will ease future 
personal stringencies is something less than frank 
with its citizens. : 

In fact, it comes close to being insulting. It says, 
in effect, that it must resort to a kind of subter- 
fuge because it is afraid that the people would rebel 
against a frank and open tax. — 

We have more confidence in the great mass of 
Americans. We believe they will pay what is neces- 
sary, no matter how much belt-tightening may be 
involved. And because they are ready to make this 
sacrifice, we believe that they are entitled to know 
its full extent. 

To tell them that they are paying for future 
benefits when actually they are paying for- present 
necessary but non-productive expenditures—when 
the future benefits would actually have to come out 
of future taxes—would be unworthy of the Govern- 
ment,

Centers “Turning Out Army 
Equipment While Training 
Students.

' Young St. Louisans, enrolled in 
the work-experiences centers of 
the National Youth Administration 
here, are now manufacturing parts 
for army tanks, building desks for 
army offices, and washing sheets 
for army beds. The young men 
and women, out of school and out 
of jobs, are learning as they work, 
moreover, to fit themselves for/| 
places along the assembly lines of 

major defense industries. 

In machine shops, sewing rooms, 
woodworking classes and sheet 
metal schools in St. Louis, ag all 
over the nation, the program of 
learning by working at real de- 
fense jobs is being speeded under 
direction of the Office of Produc- 
tion Management. A call has been 
issued by the local NYA office for 
about 300 more young persons 
needed immediately to enable shops 
here to go into 24-hour production 
Monday. , 

Machines, were busy yesterday 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter vis- 
ited the larger St. Louis center at 
the old Marine Hospital, 3630 Ma- 
rine avenue. Young workers, su- 
pervised by experts and using up- 
to-the-minute equipment, were 
turning out products needed now 
by defense establishments. 


Variety of Projects. 
Production schedules, set up 
daily and adhered to _ rigidly, 


called yesterday for construction 
of panels for — prefabricated 
houses for out-of-State NYA train- 
ing centers, for cutting steel 
brackets and tooling pins for 
tanks built at. the Rock Island 
Arsenal, for typing reports for 
Government offices, for making 
shot bags for use in hospitals, and 
for work on radio equipment for 
the Coast Guard. 

Young workers stood at their 
Places along a model assembly 
line in the woodworking shop, cut- 
ting, joining and finishing panels 
for interior house doors. Lumber 
moved directly through the pro- 
cesses to a final sizing coat in 
the paint shop and into the ship-; 
ping room for delivery. Blue- 
prints and working drawings for 
the shop were prepared by a 
small group of junior draftsmen. 
After six working hours the 
young carpenters were scheduled 
to meet with teachers from the 
Board of Education for instruc- 
tion related to their jobs, such 
as blueprint reading, study of 
technical terms of the craft, use 
of tools and work habits.

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BYRD SEEKS ACCOUNTING 
OF LEASE-LEND SPENDING 


Senator Says Congress Ought to Have Data 
Before It Considers Voting of 
Additional Billions. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
An accounting of lease-lend ex- 


‘penditures to date was demanded 


today .by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, in anticipation of an ad- 


ministration request—expected by 


Congress next week—for seven bil- 
lion dollars additional to aid the 
countries fighting Nazi Germany. 

In asking the Lease-Lend Divi- 
sion headed by Harry Hopkins for 
a report on actual disbursements 
from the seven billion dollars pre- 
viously made available, Byrd said 
he thought Congress ought to have 
that information before it consid- 
ered increasing the amount. 

“Congress is perfectly willing to 
provide any additional money that 
is needed,” Byrd told reporters, 
“but it hardly seems possible that 
more than a billion dollars could 
have been spent thus far of the 
seven billion that we already have 
voted.” 

Byrd recalled that a report made 
in June showed only $75,000,000 
actually spent up to that time, al- 
though President Roosevelt had 
allocated all of the funds. 

Under the Lease-Lend Act, the 
President is required to furnish 
Congress with progress. reports 
“from time to time, but not less 
frequently than every 90 days.” 
Roosevelt submitted his first re- 
port on June 11, exactly three 
months after the legislation be- 


came law. On a 90-day basis, his 
second report would not be due 
until Sept. 9. 

There were indications, mean- 
while, that the projected fund re- 
quest might be based in part on 
possible Russian needs. - 

In this connection, Senator Pep- 
per (Dem.), Florida, said he was 
reliably informed that the Rus- 
sians were seeking short-range 
bombers, pursuit planes, anti-air- 
craft guns, machine tools and gas- 


loline refining equipment. 


Indicating that he expected these 
requirements to figure in the new 
lease-lend total, Pepper said he 
thought Congress would “go down 
the road for all the President 
asks.” 

On the other hand, Senator 
Johnson (Rep.), California, said he 
thought there was no necessity of 
‘giving credit to the Soviets, but 
added he had no notion that Con- 
gress write a restriction of this 
nature into any bill that it might 


pass.

Troop Contingent Said to 
Be Largest Yet Landed 
There — Heavy Equip- 
ment Precedes Men.

SINGAPORE, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Slouch-hatted Australian fighting 
men marched singing and cheering 
from the piers of this Gibraltar 
of the East today after their ar- 
rival in what authorities said was 
the largest convoy to reach Malaya 
since the European war began. 
Some of the imperial reinforce- 
ments were transported immedi- 
ately to posts in the Singapore 
area and some to other stations 
on the Malay Peninsula. 

The large Aussie contingent rep- 
resented all branches of army 
service. Much of their heavy 
equipment such as tanks and ar- 
tillery arrived ahead of them from 
Great Britain and Australia. 

Watching the disembarkation of 
these thousands of men were Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Robert Brooke- 
Popham, imperial commander-in- 
chief of Far East forces, and Maj. 
Gen. H. Gordon Bennett, com- 
mander of Australian forces in 
Malaya. 

A spokesman said that with the 
formidable reinforcements from 
Britain and India which reached 
here two weeks ago, Brooke-Pop- 
ham had an army considered suf- 
ficiently numerous and powerful 
to make any potential invader 
think not twice but 10 times be- 
fore atempting to strike at the 
Empire’s Far Eastern bulwark.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Aug. 15 
(AP).—Gen. Charles de Gaulle is- 
sued a decree today appointing 
Gen. Paul Le Gentilhomme com- 
mander-in-chief of “Free French” 
forces in Africa. 

Le Gentilhomme led the De 
Gaullist troops which helped take

CAIRO, Aug. 15 (AP).—British 
bombing planes in two recent at- 
tacks have wrecked the Corinth 
Canal, strategic German-held wa- 
terway between the Peloponnessus 
and the mainland of Greece, the 
Royal Air Force announced today.

Vandenberg Forces 50 Mil- 
lion _Cut — Republican 
Pleads With Democrats 
to ‘Trust President.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
The Senate passed a $195,000,000 
defense highway measure today 
after Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, forced supporters to 
accept a $50,000,000 reduction in 
their original demands. 

Through a series of quorum 
calls that tied the Senate in a 
‘parliamentary knot for nearly 
three hours, Vandenberg won, with 
the help of Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, acceptance of the reduction. 

Vandenberg, frequent critic of 
President Roosevelt, pleaded with 
Democrats “to trust the President.” 
He smiled broadly in a brisk ex- 


change with Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, usually an ar- 
dent administration follower, who 
urged passage of a revised meas- 
ure. | 


McKellar, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Postaffice’and Roads Commit- 
tee, asked the Senate to give 
speedy approval to the revised 
measure, which he said retained 
the principle of Federal-State co- 
operation “that has worked such 
wonders.” 

Asserting that the legislation 
was not a road bill but a defense 
measure, Vandenberg agreed with 
the President's criticism of a sec- 
tion in both the vetoed and the 
revised bills which would dis- 
tribute $125,000,000 to States on 
the basis of area and population 
rather than aceording to defense 
needs. 

The $125,000,000 would be used 
for remedying deficiencies in the 
strategic highway network. Van- 
denberg urged also that the Senate 
adhere to Roosevelt’s original re- 
quest for $25,000,000 for this pur- 
pose. McKellar’s committee add- 
ed the extra $100,000,000. 

“I’m begging the Senator to 
trust the President,” Vandenberg 
told McKellar. “He’s done that 
lots of times to me.” 

“I stand by the President when 
he’s right but occasionally he 
makes a mistake on bad advice,” 
McKellar replied. ‘

McNutt Proposes Government 
Provide for Those Who 
Need Little Treatment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Paul V. McNutt, Federal Security 
Administrator, recommended today 
that medical treatment be provid- 
ed at Government expense for se- 
lective service registrants reject- 


ed for army service. 

The attempted physical rehabili- 
tation would be limited to those 
who requested it and whose de- 
fects could be corrected with rela- 
tively little treatment. 

If such a voluntary program is 
unsuccessful, McNutt’ said, it 
might be necessary to lower physi- 
cal standards of eligibility for se- 
lective service and undertake com- 
pulsory physical rehabilitation aft- 
er induction into the army. 

Steps are being taken to get a 
congressional appropriation of un- 
determined size to finance the pro- 
gram. 


It is proposed by a seven-mem- 
ber commission named by McNutt 
which reported that indications are 
that more than 40 per cent of ex- 
amined men are being classified 
as unfit for general military serv- 
ices. 


McNutt said the high proportion 
of registrants rejected was “rather 
alarming.” 

“The inevitable conclusion is 
that our reservoir of qualified 
man power is disappointing,” he 
continued, 

“While this program is directed 
primarily toward making more 
men available for military serv- 
ice it has far greater implica- 
tions on the future public health 
of the country, particularly in re- 
lation to the opportunities for the 
replacement of these registrants in 
Civilian pursuits after the emer- 
gency is over.” 

Defects which the program is 
designed to correct, officials said, 
are primarily those of the teeth, 
eyes, ear, nose and throat, and 
venereal diseases.

Africa to Hitler. Vichy, which 
swore to high heaven it would de- 
fend the French empire, has in 
fact used its Asiatic empire to 
let the triple Axis create a new 
war front in the Pacific and it will 
now use its African empire to let 
the Nazis create a new war front 
in the South Atlantic. 

We see, therefore, how un- 
founded has been the optimism 
which has looked upon the Rus- 
sian campaign as putting an end 
to Hitler’s threats against Britain 
and the United States. It is true 
that Hitler’s attack on Russia has 
opened up a new fighting front 
against Germany. But Hitler, who 
is no fool, has in reply undertaken 
to open up at least two and per- 
haps three fighting fronts against 
the democracies. Using Japan and 
Vichy France in the Far East he 
has opened up a new front in the 
South Pacific which threatens 
gravely the Philippines, Singapore, 
Australia, the Netherlands Indies 
and the supply lines of China. Us- 
ing Vichy France, and in some 
measure, Gen. Franco, he is pre- 
paring to open up a new front 
which threatens the whole connec- 
tion between South America, North 
America and the British Isles. 
Finally, there is a strong pros 
pect that he will induce the Jap- 
anese to open up a third new front 


the Northern Pacific. If he can 
break through the Russian resist- 
ance and establish physical con- 
tact with Japan through Siberia, 
al] the four corners of our world 
position will then be under fire. 


. . . 

HE free world today extends 

north and south from Alaska 
to the Argentine, and from the 
British Isles in the northeast 
through North America to Aus- 
tralia, the Indies, and China in the 
southwest. Were the Nazi-Japan- 
ese combination to occupy Siberia 
in the northwest, Singapore in the 
southwest, the British Isles in the 
northeast and West Africa and the 
Atlantic Islands in the southeast, 
we should stand entirely encircled 
and completely isolated. We should 
be subject to blockade, raids, and 
surprise attack in both oceans and 
from all directions. The conquest 
of Russia and the occupation of 
Siberia, the final French capitula- 
tion in Africa, are now in sight; 
the Russians may be able to resist. 
Gen. Weygand or some one else 
may be able to rebel, but it would 
be in the last degree imprudent 
to count on such windfalls. 
Thus the stage is being set for 
the great struggle which will be 
waged in both oceans for the pur- 
pose of destroying the influence 
and breaking the power of Great 
Britain and America. 


. * * 

ITH the Axis Powers striking 
at Britain in the North At- 
lantic, through the French and 
Spanish possessions at the South 
Atlantic, through Siberia at the 
North Pacific, through Indo-China 
at the South Pacific, it is no longer 
fair or truthful on the part of Re- 
publican politicians to talk as if 
their own Government were trying 
to provoke a war which would 
otherwise leave us alone. It is 
quite true that neither the Axis nor 
Japan wishes to fight us now and 
if we will agree to let them con- 
quer Europe and Asia and get into 
a position where we can never 
fight them and must capitulate, 
they would much prefer it. 

If the Republican politicians are 
content to have Hitler and the 
Japanesé opposite Alaska, to lose 
the Philippines and have the Jap- 
anese at Singapore and in control 
of Australasia, to have the Nazis 
at Dakar and the Azores and in 
control of the sea communications 
to South America and to have 
Britain conquered and ruled by 
the British Darlan, then their 
partisan policy is intelligible. But 
if they really mean to defend the 
vital interests of America, and to 
retain the means with which to 
defend these vital interests, then 
these politicians are following a 
course which, if it is taken, means 
disaster for this country and if it 
is rejected, means ignominious dis- 
credit for them.

‘5-CENTS-AN-HOUR PAY RISE 
AT SWIFT PACKING PLANT 


| Increase Retroactive to Aug. 11; 
Labor Board Election Pending 
on Bargaining Agency. 


A pay increase of 6 cents an 
hour for 1850 workers employed 
on an hourly basis was announced 
today by the National Stockyards 
packing plant of Swift & Co. The 
increase, retroactive to Aug. 11, 
averages about $2 a week for each 
worker. Only laborers and skilled 
employes, not office help or super- 
visors, are included in the increase. 

‘A National Labor Relations 
Board election is pending, involv- 
ing claims of three unions as bar- 
gaining agents at the plant. The 
unions are the CIO Packing House 
Workers, the AFL Amalgamated 
| Meat Cutters and the Swift Em- 
| ployes’ Association, an independ- 
/ent organization. Swift & Co. also 
| granted increases of 5 to 10 cents 
'an hour to 5000 workers at Chi- 
| cago. 
| The CIO Packing House Work- 
ers’ Industrial Union, Local 42, 
which represents 1400 employes at 
the National City plant of Armour 
& Co., last night ratified the mas 
ter contract agreed upon by union 
and Armour officials in Washing- 
i'ton Tuesday. 

The contract provides pay in- 
creases ranging from 5 to 10 cents 
an hour and establishment of 
grievance machinery. It does not 
grant a union shop. Negotiations 
are continuing to determine how 
long the contract is to run. 


14 SEAMEN WALK OFF 
FRENCH SHIP IN NEW YORK 


Officer Says They Were Lured by 
Higher Wages Offered by 
British, 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Fourteen French seamen walked 
off the French food ship Ile de 
Re and Albert Mason, pier super- 
intendent of the French Line, said 
today they had succumbed to the 
lure of higher wages offered by 
the British Ministry of Shipping.

like a star. We now have 2000- 
horsepower radials in. production, 
with some of 3000-horsepower in 
the offing. 

That.is a fortunate circumstance 
because most of the big bombing 
planes, On which we currently are 
placing so much emphasis, are 
powered, the world over, by radial 
engines. 

Our.tardiness in the in-line, 
liquid-cooled field dates back about 
a decade when the Army Air Corps 
suddenly abandoned research 
work on the type in favor of ra- 
dials. Radials were more easily 
serviced and the manufacturers of 
them were boosting horsepower 
faster than the manufacturers of 
in-lines. 

At that time we had one of the 
best in-line engines, the Curtiss 
Conqueror, which more than held 


its own in international competi- 
tion. It was army property. The 
navy used radials exclusively for 
service type planes. 


Proud of Their Engines. 


When the war began in Europe, 
critics of the Air Corps said we 
had been lax in abandoning in-line 
engine development, because ra- 
dial poweder planes, harder to 
streamline, could not keep up with 
those making their appearance on 
the war front, 

Meanwhile, however, the Aljir 
Corps had asked the Allison En- 
gineering Co. to develop a produc- 
tion in-line from an experimental 
engine. The Allison people are 
proud of their job. The engine has 
been both praised and damned, but 
the fact that the British still are 
ordering, by the thousands, war- 
planes powered by Allisons speaks 
for itself. 

The P-40, to which the Allison is 
fitted has borne the brunt of crit- 
icism directed against American- 
made planes. The original version 
of the P-40, the critics said, could 
not fly fast enough or high enough. 
That indicated a power deficiency. 

They said it didn’t carry enough 
guns. That was merely a matter 
of ordering more guns installed. 
The army for years was content 
to install two machine guns jn-its 
pursuits. The European’ war 
showed the need for additional fire 
power. 

The Curtiss company says that 
latest or “D” model of the P-40 will 
take second place to nothing in Eu- 
rope. 

Of pursuits with radial engines 
this country has no lack. The 
makers of Brewster, Grumman, 
Republic, North American and Vul- 
tee single-engine fighters insist 
their planes can pace ihe in-line 
engine fighters. But they are yet 
to be put to the test. 

We have two other in-line engine 
fighters, the Lockheed P-38 and the 
Bell P-39, both unquestionably air- 
planes of superior performance. 
The critics haven’t shot any spit- 
balls at them yet. The pilots who 


fly them say they haven't any rea- 
son to do so.

ARNING money in actual work 

is a wholesome experience for 

any child and one that we 
should covet for him. With the 
earning should go, must go, train- 
ing in its use. Again and again we 
find parents in distress over the 
use the child makes of the money 
he earns. They are not anxious to 
take away his money, to use for 
themselves, but they are exceed- 
ingly anxious about the effect his 
use of this money will have on his 
character in the future. 

A boy of 15 earns $15 a month 
and spends the whole amount on 
sodas for the crowd, movies, 
sweets, treats for himself and oth- 
ers. He runs short of what he 
would like to have and borrows. 
Then he covers up, or forgets to 
pay his debts. When his parents 
protest he declares the money his 
to do with as he sees fit. 

We shall have to admit at the 
start that if this boy had been 
reared in the use of money, in- 
structed about the financial side 
of the family life, he would not 
have this attitude, but the situa- 
tion is set. What is one to do 
now? 

Experience is the best teacher 
always and in such situations it 
is about the only force that can 
reach the child. One wants him 
to learn to work and earn his way, 
and one wants him to learn to 
manage his funds. Tell him that 
he is to use a certain amount of 
his earnings for personal necessi- 
ties, and don’t provide those neces- 
sities for him when he fails to pro- 
vide them according to agreement. 

Boys who waste money, borrow 
and cover up, are not cured by 
talking. Responsibility teaches 
them. Don’t ask for board money 
because you will care for them 
just the same and they know it. 
Don't depend upon keeping ac- 
counts for they will dodge it and 
you cannot keep up with them. 
Say to the earner, “Now I expect 
you to buy your own clothes—” 
listing the items that it is possible 


for him to buy and still have a, 


margin for spending for fun. Be 
sure you list only what he must 
have, and what he can actually 
provide. . 

As a usual thing he will want 
haircuts, good shoes, oddments 
like sweaters and trunks for bath- 
ing, shorts for sports. Make the

N army doesn’t begin to fight 
battles without realizing very 
soon that it needs to organize

that became evident in the first 
of our conflicts. At Lexington 
and Concord there was no med- 
ical department organized and 
everybody was evidently too busy 
fighting. to notice the lack of it. 

At Bunker Hill one of the most 
noted American surgeons, Dr. Jo- 
seph Warren, fell fighting, as well 
as several other patriotic physi- 
cians, but after Bunker Hill it be- 
came evident that some organiza~- 
tion must be formed. The large 
number of wounded showed the 
need for military hospitals and 
shortly one was establish at 
Cambridge. 

During the Revolutio 
there were several eful 
quarrels among the m men 
at the top, but an effort Was made 
by Washington and even Gen. 
Gates to put such matters on a 
non-personal, non-political basis. 

Supplies and care of al] kinds 
were naturaily crude compared to 
ours. Some of the wounds char- 
acteristic of frontier fighting as 
described in the case records make 
frightful reading. I find, inciden- 
tally, the case of a man who was 
completely scalped, recovered, and 
was quite satisfied with his new 
cranial covering even though it 
did not consist of hair. 

Every conflict has, I suppose, 
its peculiar forms of wounds. The 
most ghastly thing I saw in World 
War I were the injuries to air- 
plane pilots or ground men from 
flying propellers.

IN THE CIVIL WAR the med- 
ical department for the first time 
in history developed an efficient 
system of collecting and sheltering 
and rapidly giving first aid treat- 
ment to large masses of wounded. 

In our Civil War, too, ether and 
the blessed benefits of anaesthesia 
by means of ether were first made 
known. But surgical asepsis was 
not yet perfected and hospital 
gangrene, as it was called, must 
have been terrible. In each regi- 
ment, then, the band wag part of 
the hospital corps. 

The Spanish-American War was 
principally noted for the fact that 
typhoid vaccine was not used and 
typhoid fever and malaria did far 
more damage than all the Span- 
iards and Emilio Aguinaldo com- 
bined. Typhoid vaccination was in- 
troduced by the English physician, 
Almoth Wright, tentatively in 
1894, but not in its present per- 
fected form until ten years later, 
and it was first introduced in the 
field in’ the Boer War in the Brit- 
ish Army.

EVERY WAR has its own kind 
of disease. In the Civil War intes- 
tinal diseases were the scourges. 
In the Spanish-American War, as 
I have said, typhoid and malaria. 
In World War I we had-solved the 
problem of typhoid by vaccine and 
of dysentery by sverilized water 
and pasteuriz d milk, but the prob- 
lem of acute infections—pneumo- 
nia and influenza—nearly drove us 
to distraction.
